M.' H. E. Rnnson, tho general raanogor 
h ivi,i(r rend the notice convening the 
in'ciing, the report was taken as reail. 
i I wa.s as fo low.s : 

" In conformity with the proiiii.so made 
by the direetor.s, llie slmreholdors will 
observe that tho expenses of the bank 
have been very materially decreased dar- 
itiff the past half your. In corisequence 
of llie iiiiccrtiiiri condition of commercial 
alTa rs iri li,>: TJtiiied Slates at the end uf 
last year the directors sent instructions to 
their managers at tho branches toe.iercise 
increased caution, and although tbe resolt 
of snch restriction has been to lessen the 
ainotint of husincss trnn-iactod, and there- 
fore temporarily to diminish tiio prolits of 
tlie liaiilr, it has at t!ie some time prevent- 
ed looses and has placed the bank in a 
very .sirmii,' position fiiianciully, as will be 
Seen from tlio ncconipanying accouots, 
'i'lio directors have nuii-li satisfaction in 
reforrinq: to Ihe iiiiproved prdspcets of the 
frold fielils ill I!rili>li Columbia, whore for 
the last si.K inoiiilis a steady iinprovemeiit 
has taken place, and which by the latest 
accounts received aro confirmed. After 
paying all charges, and deducting rebate

Till) Chairman, in moving the adoption 
of the ro|)ort and accounts, apologised for 
llio absence of some of the directors, and 
stated that since tho last meeting there 
had beoa no fresh bad debts, and that 
although the business of the bank bad 
been rather limited, ho dare say that the 
shareholders were aware of tho cause, 
iiaiiicly, that trade had not yet revived 
either hero or abroad. The business, 
however, was progressing^ slowly, and he 
hoped that with the general revival of 
trade the board would be able to show a 
better result than at the present meeting. 
(Hear, hear.) They noLiliod at the Inst 
lialf yearly mcctiiii; that it was their in- 
tention to rediici) the exiieiiiiitufc, and 
tliey would SCO by the accounts that they 
liod done so.

Mr. Marrell called ,;;atten(i6D to the re- 
serve fond,' and snggested ''whether it 
would not bo better to invest it in Consols 
rather iLnii iu Columbian Bonds, He 
thoughc that the money would bo more 
available in case it was required. 

Mr. M. Smith pointed oot that money 
invested here in English Consols could 
not be available to meet an immediate 
requirement in tho colony. 

Mr, Gillespio said that tbo Columbian 
Bonds were redeemable in a few years, 
and were_ a first charge on the reyenqe^jpf 
the colony. He also mentioned tbat a 
portion of the reserve fund was already in- 
vested in Consols. 

In reply to a shareholder, 
Tho Cimirmiti said that he had great 
pleasure iu informing tho meeting that 
tbe branebes at San Francisco and Port- 
land had entirely answered t'je cxpcctu- 
tiong of the board. San Francisco was a 
very wido field, and he Iiad no doubt that 
with tlie spread of trade and enterprise 
the positiou of the Bauk of British Colum- 
bia in that quarter would (rreatly improve. 
Both of the branches alluded to were poy- 
iug very well. (Cheers.) 

A sliarcliolder who spoko from the 
body of tbo meeting e.xjjressed great 
doubts as to the advisability of investing 
the reserve fund in Consols, pointing out 
that although unquestionably tho security 
was good, yet tbe valno of Consols was 
always fluctuating. Columbian Bonds 
had always been regarded as a very sound 
iuveslmcnt, and, on the whole, ho thought 
they could not do better than to leave 
tho whole matter ia tho hands of tho 
directors. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Oonybeare expressed tbe same 
views, observing that perhaps the direc- 
tors would not consider it advisable to 
udopt tho course of investing in Consols 
were they not urged to do so by the 
sliarelioldcrs. If any change were niuiic 
in the investment ot the reserve fund it 
shoald be placed in Indian gaarautced 
securities. He was, however, quite cf 
opinion tbat tbo matter should be left to

The report was then nnanimonsly 

adopted. 

The Chairman next moved the pnyiuent 
of a dividend at tbe rote of 4 per cent per 
iinnnm, which was seconded by Mr. Gil- 
lespie (deputy chairman), and anani 
moii.sly agroi'd to. 

Mr. Lyall then propo'^ol that the 
rrmuiioration of the auditors, Messrs. 
Webber and Robertson, for the past year 
shoald he fifty guineas each. 

Mr. Murrell seconded the motion, and 
explained tbat he did iioi iiiiciul lo imply 
that money would be wanted in the colony 
to meet ttie requirements of tlie bank, 
but that he was in favour of investing a 
reserve fund in Consols on principlo. 
This being the whole of tbe business, 
iMr. Tabor proposed and Dr. Picton 
Kccoudetl II conlial vole of thanks to tho 
chairman unil directors. 
Carried by ncclaniation. 
The Chuiruiaii, iu reply, after thanking 
tbe shareholders, said that they most allow 
him to refer to the valnable services 'ren- 
dered by the general manager, Jlr. Um- 
som. He (the cliairtnan) was brought 
into almost daily contact with that 
griiitti'iiuiii I niid could bear tesliinoiiy to 
his untiring zeal and energy, not only in 
the general management of the bank, but 
in cxainiuing the accounts, which was a 
dcpar.ineiit that managers did not often 
trouble themselves about.
